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Report of the Administration of Justice 
Committee. 





To The Warden and Members of the County Council of The 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Your Administration of Justice Committee met on 
November 21st, 1944, and wish to Report as follows. 


At a meeting of the County Council held on November 6th, the 
question of placing new matting on the floor of the Magistrate’s 
Court was handed to the Administration of Justice Committee for 
a Report. To be included in that Report was the question of whether 
or not the Magistrate’s Court should be changed from its present 
location to the Court House. We found that the matting or the 
proper covering for the floor in the Magistrate’s Court would prob- 
ably cost between $350.00 and $400.00, and we found that this cost, 
together with the rental of the premises, could be eliminated by 
using space in our Court House, and it was recommended by our 
Committee that the change be made as of December 15th, 1944. 


At our meeting a Committee consisting of the Warden, Clerk, 
and the Chairman, were appointed to interview Magistrate Innes 
concerning the possibilities of cancelling or adjusting the present 
lease on the Magistrate’s Court which property belongs to the Innes 
Estate. The suggestion was made to Magistrate Innes that he 
approach the heirs with the proposal that if they decided to remodel 
the property which is now used by the Magistrate’s Court, and if 
we gave up possession on December 15, 1944, would they be willing 
to accept a settlement from us for the year which is the unused 
portion of the lease of an amount equal to three months’ rent. He 
has informed us that he will advise us as soon as possible on this 


point. 


At our special meeting the Chairman of the Administration of 
Justice Committee was advised to interview Wm. C. Gauld, a County 
Constable, in reference to his position and pertaining to his duties. 
The Chairman of the Committee interviewed Mr. Gauld and found 
that he was employed in March, 1933, by the Good Roads Committee, 
and the only stipulation made was that he was to attend all acci- 
dents on, and patrol the County Road System. There was no demand 
made of him to file Reports. His duties compel him to drive from 


aa wt 


Simcoe to as far east as Jarvis, south to the Lake, west to Hough- 
ton Centre, north to the Highway to Delhi, thence north to Scotland 
and south to Simcoe. The Chairman asked Mr. Gauld to file a Report 
with the Administration of Justice Committee each month, first of 
which reports will be made and handed in to the County Clers, 
February 1st, 1945. It might be suggested that in analysing these 
Reports, if it were found that the territory was too large for one 
man to cover, that it might be well to consider dividing the work so 
that one man would handle the east and the other the west side of 
the County.

Gentlemen: We, Your Committee on County Roads beg leave to 
Report as follows L 


During the year your Committee have inspected the various 
works being proceeded with and found the work being done in a 
satisfactory mianner. 


All the work as laid out in the Estimates has been proceeded 
with excepting the grading, Road 4, The gravelling on the Indian 
Line, known as Road 20, has not been proceeded with as no sanction 
has been received from the Six Nations Council. And two short 
pieces of Retreatment which it was thought advisable to delay until 
next year. 


The following work has been completed: 


70.25 miles Retreatment, cost $40,043. 


2.75 miles New Mulch on Road 9, in South Walsingham, cost 
$15,695.00. 


.55 miles New Mulch on Road 7, in North Walsingham, cost 
$3,575.00. 


.55 miles New Mulch on Road 8 at corner north and south of 
the Village of Langton, cost $3,836.00. 


5 miles of Mulch patch on various roads, cost $22,550.00, 


1.7 miles Stabilization on Road 7 north of Fairground, cost 
$8,447.00, 


1.7 miles Grading and Gravelling on Road 11 in Charlotteville 
is nearly completed. $2,745.00 has been spent to the 
present time.

A. BY-LAW of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk to 
Revert the Lands and Premises hereinafter described, to The Town- 
ship of Charlotteville, in the said County of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS by By-Law No. 784 of the County of Norfolk, dated 
the 21st day of January, 1942, the following lands were acquired by 
Lege said County of Norfolk from the said Township of Charlotte- 
ville. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the said lands do 
revert to the said Township of Charlotteville. 


THEREFORE be it enacted by the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk:
